Tbe Espnlsiou of Kiel 

Whatever may be tbo popular fool- 
ing in other Provinces there is but 
one here with regard to the expulsion 
of Rial, the member of the House of 
Commons for Provoncher. The rebol- 
lion which he headed effected good, 
ai it secured Constitutional Govern- 
ment for Manitoba in the place of the 
irresponsible form which the then 
Canadian Ministry sought to force on 
the country. Had the rebels content- 
el thenisdvcH with taking up arms to 
resist an iavasion of their rights, Eiel, 
tj-day, would be tho first man in 
Manitoba nnd high in tho respect and 
confidonce of all Canadians. But, un- 
fortunately, ho took a step which 
could never bo retraced. Ho execut- 
ed, after trial before a mock mili- 
tary tribunal, a man whoso only crimo 
was "disloyalty" to the rebel Govern- 
ment, and tho voUoy which clcsed 
Scott's earthly career sounded at tho 
same moment Iliel's political deiith- 
knell. Fioai that hour his power 
waned, and when Sir Garnet Wolseley 
arrived with his forces, the poritiou of 
the rebel army that had not run away 
surrendered without firing a gun or 
losing a man. A majority of the 
Commoners, in expelling Eiel, have 
done well ; and thoir action is applaud- 
ed in every part of this Provinco. 

The "Standard" Blublier- 

The defeat of tho Government schemo 
to break the Terms of Union has excited 
tlia laobrymuB of tha organ of the Oona • 
try-sellers to such au extent that the edi- 
ior has converted tho leading column 
into a sort of waste water-way through 
which he daily sluices a greater amount 
of foul inky fluid than usually falls to 
thia lot of most sewers to carry ofT. Tins 
organ for Beveral days psst lias been de- 
voted to a consideration and defence of 
tho defeated scheme, and nn attempt to 
convince the People of the Provinco 
that The Colonist is "rejoicing" 
because there is to be no Dry Dock aud 
WeatminBter-yale wagon-road. Now, 
this is a rather unfair way of putting it, 
although 03 fair, porliaps, us vve can ex- 
pect from the Staudivd. That wo do to- 
joic« we admit; in fact, wg might as well 
aay that we aie very much "rejoiced," 
not because there will bo no Dry Dock 
and Wagon-road thia year, but beciuiao 
the defeat of the Goveriiraeat scliomo 
means no relaxation of the Terms of 
Union until tho Federal Govornraout 
scheme has been fairly announced and 
has been submitted to and accepted by 
the People of thia Province. Had the 
'Government been allowed to take its 
course; had there been no opposition of- 
fered to its villainy in tho House; had 
tho People of Victoria not taken the Gov- 
ernment by the throat and cJiaken it un- 
til its teeth chattered with fear, tho Bill 
as originally submitted would have be- 
came law, th^ Terms jvonld have been re- 
laxed, and Ihe Railway would have been 
lost! In return for that Kacrifice wo 
should have received a sum of money 
barely snfiicient to lay the foundation of 
a Dry Dock and grade tho road to Yalo. 
Wo ask all candid readers if tlio advan- 
tage would have boon worth tho saerilicc ? 
If , the. gain of Dock and Wagon-road 
would have conipensatiid us for tiic loss 
of tho Railway '! Tho Dock and tho Wag- 
on-road are delayed, not lost; nnd tiie 
Terms of Union are inviolutol Wo have 
said that the Dock and the Jtoad are de- 
layed. Who is to blamo for that? Of 
course, tlie organ will pipe forth, "tho 
Opposition." Bijt we will rub pur con- 
temporary down with one of its'oAvn files 
—-say tho one at the close of last Tear — 
wherein it will Hnd that wlien an Opiio- 
gition member moved as an aincndnient 
to the Speech a regret that the CJovern- 
mont had not propoaod an alternative 
scheme so that in case of the failure of one 
it would liayo the other to fall back > 
upon ho "was ridiculed and abused 
and Anally taunted with wishing to do- 
feat the Government bo that ho might 
jump into their shoes, W«!l, the result is 
beforo the country. Tho Government 
ichemo failed, and in tho .•ib:ie:nco of 
an alternative Bchcine hotii works are in- 
definitely postponed.

A Horrible Statement- 



I .The Manitoba Ft-ce Pros of a late date 
publishes an account of tho circumstan- 
oes connected with the murder of Thomas 
Scott occupying sixteen columns, signed 
by W. A. Farmer, G. D. MoVinar, James 
Ktow.-vrt, D. N. Campbell, G, H." Young, 
and Archibald Wright. Among other 
detiiils it contains tho following horrible 
statement: 

"Kcott was shot about 12:30 p, m. It is 
said that about 5 o'clock in the evening, 
Kiel, Alfred Soott and others entered tbe 
bastion into which Scott had been con 
voycd, and were saluted with the words; 
Tr'or God's sake take mo out of hero or 
kill mo.' Thoy shrank back, and shortly 
afterwards a person entered the bastion 
and out Scott's tiiroat, thus putting him 
out of hia misery." This shocking muti 
lation of the body in all probability ac- 
counts for the refusal to give the body 
up to tho Rev. George Young — who had 
applied for it, with a view of giving it a 
Christian burial— and for its ultimate con- 
cealment. 



Mtstbrious Disappearance. — An eld- 
erly man named Macher, who was ex- 
amined ijrivately before the Royal Oom- 
inibsion on Thursday and was stibpoened 
to attend and give evidence before the 
Royal Commission at New Westminster 
to-day, disappeared from the Angel hotel 
about 5 o'clock on Thursday evening and 
has not since been .seen by hia friends. 
When leaving tho hotel he stated that he 
wa« on his .way to receive a considerable 
sum of money that was due him and 
would bo back in the course of the even- 
ing and propara for the trip to New West- 
minster. The niissing man, until lately, 
wa.i in tha employ of Moody, Dtitz k 
Nelson as bookcopor or oocountant.

University Boat Race- 

FULL PARTICULARS. 



London, March 28, 12:30 a. m. — The 
University boat race was won by tho Cam- 
bridge crew by four lengths. 

3 p.m. —Tho annual race between tho 
Oxford and Cambridge boat crows cauio 
off this morning over the usual oourso on 
tlie Thames, from Putney to Mortlalte, 
a distance of four miles and two furlongs, 
and, as has been tho case in the past four 
years, resulted in victory for tho Cam- 
bridge boat, which boat came in four 
lengths ahead of itt rival. 

TUu weather w.is beautiful and a more 
propitious d-ayfor tho contest could not 
havo boen selected. 

The crowd that assembled to witness 
the race was unprecedented. On tho Sur- 
ry side of thejfiver, from Putney to Mort- 
lako, there was one compact mass of 
[leoplo 150 feet wide, and at the latter 
ninee Carriages five deep stood in long 
rows. 

i'lio Princess of Wales and the Dnchess 
of Edinburgh, who were expebted'td bo 

present, woro absent. 

Upon tlio toss for choice of positions, 
Cambridge won and selected Middlesex 
or tho northern aide. 

Tho Oxford crow rowed into itream 
at one minute past 11 o'clock, and fire 
minutes later tlie Cambridge boat ap- 
peared and was received with immense 
ciieoring by it.s friends. The betting at 
this time was five to two in favor of 
Cambridge. 

All things being in readinois, at four- 
teen minutes pa:it eloveu u'cloek tho sig- 
nal to start was given, and the boats got 
away almost instantaneously. Cambridge 
had the lead from the first, rowing at a 
rate of 37 Htrokes per minulo, but both 
crows pullod stea-lily. After an exciting 
contest. Cambridge reached tho ship at 
Mortlako at o7 minutes and 36'seaonds 
psat 11 o'clock, winning tho raoe in 23 
minutes and M.") seconds. 

The water though not 80 smooth as was 
desired, was fairly calm. 

IjATEST rAUTICCi:.ARS. 

Inimodintoly upon recoiving tho word 
to start both boats took tho water togo- 
teer, but after a few pulls fkt tho oars Cam- 
bridgo wfts one quarter of a length in ad- 
vttuco of Oxford, and at Rishop's Crook, 
threo furlouys from Aquoduot Bridge, 
the starting point, wero nearly clear of 
tiicir oppouonta. Tho time was bad be- 
tweo'ii Craven Point and Haminor.^iuitli 
liridge. Tho coxswain of tlie Oxford 
boat steered wildly olV Crab Tree; seven 
furlongs from Bishop's Crook Oxford do- 
creiisod tho lead of Cambridge by a pluc- 
ky spurt, and at tho soap -ivorks, about 
one mile and four furlongs from tho 
Aqueduct Bridgo, was only one length 
behind the Cnntubs. At Hammorsiuith 
Bridge, about two furlongs and a half 
from the aoap-v.-orks, Cainbridgo Inst half 
a length liy liad steering, but olT the 
Doves, two furlongs further on, again 
wont ahead fast. 

Tho Dark Jilues made another spurt, 
and drew up nearly level / with tho Can- 
tabs, nnd oS Ohiswick Chni'dh suooeeded 
in getting ouo quarter of a length in ad- 
vance. The oxoitomnnt became intense. 
Cheers from Oxford's supporters rang out 
from both sides of tho river. In Coraoy 
Roach, about two miles and a half from 
Aqueduct Bridge, Cambridge took tho 
lea^'agftili, and passed Bornos Bridge. 
About seven furlongs beyond Corney 
Reach, Oambridgo was o length and a 
half ahead of O.vford. Hero Oxford row- 
ed wildly, and Cambridge kept tho load 
to tho end, reaching tho at Mortlako four 
lengths in advance of their opponents, 
amid tho deafening cheers of their friends 
on the shore. " .!> 

Both crews woro very much exhausted 
when tlio raco terminated, but Oxford ap- 
peared to bo tho most disiro.ssod. 

This evening the victors and their oppo- 
nents diuQ together at tho Criterion Res- 
taurant, tho members of the Oxford orow 
having declined the invitation of tho 
Lord Mayor to both crews to a dinner in 
il\» Sgypti&a Hall at the Mansion Hoaao.

WAsniNT.TON, April IG— A joint rosolu- 
tion was introduced into tlio .Senate by 
Carpenter to-day, declaring it to bo the 
duty of tho Senate to recognize the inde- 
pcuilcneo of Cuba, to accord lior bolligor- 
ent rights and to ob.sorvo strict neutrali- 
ty between her and Spain. It i« preced- 
ed by a proaiiible setting forth the un- 
doubted right of any American colony to 
declare its indepeudonco of the motiior 
country. That the people of Cuba have 
declared their independence of Spain, ss- 
Inblished their own government, abolish- 
ed slavery, and for over live years have 
maintained their position, that war bo- 
twecQ Spain and Cuba lias been, and is 
conducted with shocking barbarity, and 
that there ia no reasonable prospect that 
Spain will bo able to re-establish her au- 
thority over Cuba; that In odnseqnenceof 
the proximity of the seat of war, the con- 
test is injurious to tho interests of the 
people of the United States, and that it is 
evident that it.=5 ptolongaliuu will only 
protract sufToring and bloodshed and re- 
sult in a dnal recognition pf tha Cuban 
indopdadpijoe by Spain. 

Coipnfiittee on Commorcp to-day oon- 
sidarod the joint resolution of tlio Legis- 
lature of Senate, against any grant of addi- 
tional subsidy to the Pacific Mail S.S Co. 
and agreed to report and recommend the 
passagft of a bill declaring that said Pa- 
cific Mail S.S. Co. by their failure tocom- 
ply with conditions upon whiob addition- 
al subsidy of $500,000 per annum was 
granted, have forfeited their right to 
the same, and are ontitlod only to a half 
million subsidy per annum.

— A Little Rock, 
Arkansas, dosjiatch of tho Slst lUst. says: 
— '"John W. Fox, Circuit Judge of the 
Eleventh Judical district, was shot whiU 
passing along thu street in Forest City at 
eight this morning by ono James Al- 
dri.igo, a young Southern lawyer, who 
hax boon practising in that Stato. Judge 
Fox was on iiis way to the Post Oflice 
from his hotel, when Aldridgo stepped 
ou^ of a drug store and exclniniad :— 'Now 
Mr.' Fox,' and fired; Tho Judge sank to 
the ground, .crying, out;—' Oh! Lordllam 
n dead man.' The causa of the terrible 
deed is not difScult to determine. It apJ 
pears sincA the last term of tho Court Al- 
dridgo on 0110 occRfiinn lieliaved in a most 
disorderly manner and was rebuked and 
adinouiahod by Judgo Fox, who remind- 
ed him in general that it was his jdace to 
assist in maintaining tho discipline of the 
court, rather thap atteragj. by word or 
deed to degrade it iii tho estimation of 
leas intelligent people. Some cavilling 
and sneering led to his being fined and 
sent to prison for ton days for contempt 
of Court. Ho was released again tkrough 
tbo mediation of friends, and at once Ve- 
ontci od tho court to attend to some busi- 
iii!:ja ho yr>\n supposed to havo on hand. 

110 fiooii began to exliihit tho samo disa- 
greoablo toinporament that had led to his 
iinpi'isonment in tho flist instance, and 
he wa.s ordered to bo, imprisoned a second 
timeft^'r-di^Oorteous and unbecoming lan- 
guage id tha ooartiroom during the tran- 
saction of business. For this imprison- 
ment ho detenu inad to kill Fox. Either 
by accident or design he mot tho Judge 

111 tlioslroct, and, having a loaded donble 
barrel shot-gun in his hand at tho timo, 
discharged the contents of both barrels 
into the bodyof the Judge, .'who - died at 
on« o'olqck. This is the Second ' Circuit 
Judge assassinated in this Stato within 
six months. Aldridge was a member of 
the last Arkansas Logi.slaturo. He dsliv- 
orod himself up to the SherifPjUftar com- 
mitting tho bloody deed."

Unless the interest in tho Tiohborne 
case has anbsided moro quickly north of 
tho Tweed than it has in the south, your 
readers may like to hear oue ot two little 
scraps of information that havo come to 
my knowledge. Happening to meet one 
of tho jurymen on Monday he informed 
mo that it was a fact that one of their 
number had been undecided to tho last, 
and was only induced to agrco by the 
Lord Chief Justice's .appeal to tho imagin- 
ary dissentient. Tho whole twelve of 
them had a champagne lunchoou this 
morning, and exchanged congratulations 
over the termination of their labors. They 
have not yet gut finally rid of the case, 
in this sense, that they have not been 
paid all their attendance fees. Thoro ia 
even somo disagrocmcut as to what should 
be considered a fair allowance, 
tho Treasury propo.siug three hun- 
dred and fifty pounds each, and the jury 
holding out for five hundred pounds 
each. By way of excuse for their de- 
mand, thoy say they havo nearly all suf- 
fered financially by thoir forced abetnce 
from business, and instonoa two oases of 
special hardship- a publican wht had to 
di.spoio of his house, and Mr. Taylor, 
whose cashier decamped with X2,000,and 
is said to hare joined the Carlists.
